CONCRETE ASPHALT 

Water Main in San Bruno Road, Between 
Grand and Armour Avenues, 
to Be Lowered. 


The city board of trustees held an 
adjourned meeting last Monday night 
in the city hall. 

A large attendance of citizens were 
present who were interested in the 
matter of paving Grand avenue, be¬ 
tween the railroad and Maple avenue, 
with concrete asphalt. 

A petition signed by several proper¬ 
ty owners on that avenue protesting 
against the improvement at this time 
was presented. In the petition it was 
stated that the city should lay a new 
sewer in the avenue befo re the paving 
was ordered. 

City Engineer Kneese, upon request, 
told the board that the sewer in Grand 
avenue was in good condition except 
a portion between Cypress avenue and 
Division street, which can be replaced 
at a cost of about $500. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
the petition was accepted and ordered 
placed on lile. 

A Class B liquor license was granted 
A. K. Panos, at 007 Grand avenue, up¬ 
on motion of Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern. 

A communication from the Califor¬ 
nia Bureau of Labor Statistics, signed 
by Joan 1’. McLaughlin labor c >m- 
missloner, calling the board’s attention 
to the law that requires that all labor 
on public work must be done by eit her 
native born or naturalized citizens, and 
that eight hours shall constitute a 
day’s work, was received. 

Communication was ordered placed 
on lile. 

A communication was received from 
Emelie Miclieni'elder pretesting 
against accepting the curb and side¬ 
walk work in front of her property at 
Grand and Maple avenues. 

Refer red to the city engineer, upon 
motion of Trustee Cunningham, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern. 

Superintendent W. B. Lawrence, of 
the Spring Valley Water Company, 
appeared before the board and stated 
that his company would lower two 
sections of the forty-four inch water 
main in San Bruno road, between 
Grand and Armour avenues, if assur¬ 
ances were given that the company 
would not be asked to lower any other 
portion of the main in San Bruno 
road for five years. It would be 
necessary to lay a parallel pipe nearly 
10(M) feet long at the two sections to be 
changed at considerable expense and 
would require both day. and night 
w'ork. 

Mr. Lawrence said that he thought 
the work would be started in Septem¬ 
ber next unless unusally warm 
weattur prevailed. This main 
supplies over half the water used in 
San Francisco. 

The proposition seemed lair to the: 
members of the board, and City Attor- ] 
ney Coleberd was requested to prepare 
a moral agreement to the eflect that 
the company will not be asked to low¬ 


er any other portion of the main in 
San Bruno road for five years. 

The matter of r dopting specifications 
for paving Grand avenue, between the 
railroad and Maple aveune with con- 
! Crete asphalt then came up for con¬ 
sideration. 

The specifications were read by 
Clerk Smith, and after considerable 
discussion by citizens and members 
i of the board, Trustee McGovern intro- 
! duceii a resolution adopting them, 
which, upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee Healy, 
was carried unanimiously. 

The board had contemplated paving 
! Cypress and Linden avenues a block 
I north and south of Grand, but upon 
the suggestion of E. E. Cunning ham, 
that portion of the improvement will 
not be ordered up at present. 

At next Monday night’s meeting it 
is expected a resolution of intention 
to pave Grand avenue will be present- 
j ed and adopted.

Insurgents and Democrats Put 
Through Revision Measure 

Supported by all the Democrats and 
by thirty insurgent Republicans, the j 
Democratic cotton tariff bill, the third 
of the big tariff revision measures 
brought forward by the Democratic 
House of Representatives, has passed 
that body, 202 to 91. 

The bill cuts the average tariff on 
cotton manufactured goods from 48 to 
27 per cent ad valorem, a 21 per cent 
reduction. The Democratic leaders 
estimate that it reduces revenue by 
about $3,000,000. 

Not an amendment was offered to 
the bill, although the Republicans at¬ 
tacked it vigorously on account of 
alleged increases in certain items over 
the rates of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 

Scarcely had the cheers that greet¬ 
ed the passage of the cotton revision 
hill subsided when Democratic Leader 
Underwood, calling up the free list 
bill, as it passed the Senate a few 
days ago, accomplished a strategic 
move which surprised the Republi¬ 
cans. 

Lemons Put on Free List. 

He asked tor a conference on all the 
amendments to the free list bill, ex¬ 
cept that of Senator Gronna of North 
Dakota, putting cement on the free 
list. He urged that the House accept 
the amendment, adding to it lemons. 

Pacific Coast Republicans made in¬ 
effectual attempts to stop this sudden 
and unexpected putting of lemons on 
the free list, but the amendment car¬ 
ried. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Forest fires, believed to be of in¬ 
cendiary origin, have been threaten¬ 
ing the residents of Oregon City, a 
small mountain community, as well 
as miners and ranchers in Morris ra¬ 
vine, near Oregon City. 

Five special trains carrying 1000

tonio, Texas, to Fort Meyer, Va., and 
other Eastern military posts passed 
through Mobile, Alabama, Saturday. 

Germany Expels Socialist. 

M. Yvetol, the French anti-militarist 
agitator, who at a Franco-German So¬ 
cialist meeting delivered a flaming 
speech on the possibility of the armies 
of France and Germany turning 
against the governments instead of 
fighting each other in the event of 
war, has been expelled from Ger¬ 
many.

Although unusual efforts were made 
to keep the fact a secret, some of her 
friends going so far as to assert that 
a reconciliation was likely, it is 
learned that Ethel Barrymore has 
served Russell Griswold Colt with 
papers in a suit for absolute divorce 
under the laws of the State of New 
York, which recognize only one ground 
for divorce. 

It was reported that more than one 
co-respondent had been named, but 
their identities have been kept dark.

Up to the 
moment she attached her signature to 
the documents even her own lawyers 
were in doubt as to what course she 
would take. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


At the request of th^ State Con¬ 
troller, Auditor Boyle has transmitted 
to Sacramento a statement of all the 
property assessed to corporations in 
San Francisco, which is exempt from 
taxation for city and county purposes 
under the new State revenue law. It 
shows that this property is itemized 
as follows: Secured personal prop¬ 
erty, $47,034,224; unsecured personal 
property, $12,856,362; real estate 
$23,316,980; total, $83,207,566. 

Mrs. Van Kirkman Drouillard, wife 
of the man murdered by Dr. Lewis C. 
Chisholm, demands that the murderer 
be now tried for the murder of her 
husband as such and not as John S. 
Powell. She hopes that in that case 
the prosecuting officials could secure 
a verdict of hanging against the doc¬ 
tor. 

H. M. McDonald, representing a bond 
Investment company of Los Angeles, 
bought the first installment of Oak¬ 
dale irrigation bonds. The company 
has contracted to buy the entire issue 
of the irrigation bonds at par, taking 
such amounts as will [jay for the work 
done on the ditch every thirty days. 

The complete electrizing of the local 
lines operating in connection with the 
Alameda ferry service has been made, 
the trains running under the new 
schedule like clockwork. The new 
cars were run over the Lincoln ave¬ 
nue line on August 1st, making the 
trip around Fernside loop and back to 
the pier over the southside tracks, the 
southside trains running in the reverse 
manner, with the two trains meeting 
on the loop. 

Van Kirkman Drouillard, the victim 
of Dr. Lewis C. Chisholm, was the 
heir to a considerable estate, which is 
now being probated in Tennessee. 
The estate is that of the mother of 
the murdered man, and he would have 
come in for a generous portion of 
lands and coin when the probate had 
been completed. This will now go to 
the two sons of the deceased, who 
reside at present with their mother, in 
Salt Lake City. 

A big deal in hops was made at 
Santa Rosa when C. C. Donovan 
bought 600 bales of the coming crop 
from the Santa Rosa Bank. This 
• amounts to about 120,000 pounds, and 
the price paid was 30 cents per pound. 

At a meeting held in the chambers 
of the Board of Supervisors of Stock- 
ton it was decided to hold a county 
fair in that city the week following 
the State Fair at Sacramento. There 
has already been some discussion as 
to how and by whom the fair should 
be conducted, but it was finally set¬ 
tled that it should be under the joint 
auspices of the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Merchants’ Association. 

More than 40,000 carloads of lemons 
and oranges have been shipped from 
Southern California this season, and 
fully 4000 cars remain. The fruit is 
now going forward at the rate of 100 
cars daily. 

The San Francisco Convention 
League is using every means within 
its power to secure the greatest pos¬ 
sible number of national and inter¬ 
national conventions for San Francisco 
in 1915. An effort is also being made 
by the league to secure the convention 
of the letter carriers in 1913 and that 
of the Foresters in 1912.

PASSES REAPP0RTI0NMENT BILL 


An Initiative and Referendum Feature 
to Be a Safeguard. 

Bearing an initiative and referen¬ 
dum feature to safeguard against 
gerrymandering in a number of states, 
the Congressional reapportionment 
bill has passed the Senate. It fixes 
the future House membership at 433, 
with two more when Arizona and New 
Mexico attain statehood, instead of the 
present 391. 

There was not even the formality 
of a roll call on the final vote. Two 
amendments, both offered by Senator 
Burton of Ohio, were attached to the 
House measure, and an these a con 
ference with the House will be held 

The increase in the membership of 
the House will mean an added ex¬ 
pense to the country of approximately 
$400,000 a year. The salaries of the 
forty-two new members will aggre¬ 
gate $815,000. Each will have at least 
one clerk at $1500, which will add 
$63,000 to the total. Mileage and 
other incidental expenses will further 
increase the sum. Under this decen¬ 
nial reapportionment there is to be no 
reduction in the membership from any 
state.

hhBITRATION TREATY 
SIGNED BY TAFT 

Impetus Given to World-Wide 
Peace Campaign 

President Taft has sent to the Sen¬ 
ate the general arbitration treaties 
between the United States and Great 
Britain and the United States and 
France, signed for this Government 
and for Great Britain in Washington 
and signed in Paris for the Govern¬ 
ment of France 

The brief messages of transmittal 
to the Senate were written and signed 
by the President, and it will lie with 
the United States to ratify what has 
been termed the greatest step toward 
the abolition of war that the world 
thus far has taken. 

Already there have been mutterings 
from the Senate over these treaties. 
President Taft is non-committal, but 
was anxious to put them before that 
body before the adjournment of the 
special session. 

Great Move for Peace. 

The Franco - American arbitration 
treaty was signed at Paris at 2:08 
o’clock Thursday afternoon. The 
signing of the treaty is hailed in 
France as meaning the extension of 
ft movement in all countries for the 
reduction of armaments and the abso¬ 
lute prevention of wars. The general 
view is that a tremendous impetus has 
been given to the world-wide peace 
campaign.

BEATEN IN FI6HT 
WITH THE FUMES 

Millions of Dollars of Timber 
Destroyed by Conflagration 

The mountain fire which for a week 
has been devastating the slopes of the 
San Bernardino range north of San 
Bernardino is stretched for four miles 
along the backbone of the range, and 
the whole valley is illuminated by the 
red glare of the burning timber. 

The exhausted rangers and their 
forces have given up the fight, and it 
is believed that the fire will run un¬ 
checked until the entire range is laid 
bare. Millions of dollars of pine tim¬ 
ber are either already turned into 
charred stumps or are in the path of 
the blaze. 

At 5:45 p. m. the fire wiped out 
Clifton Heights, a small resort near 
the summit at Skyland, the occupants 
of the camp narrowly escaping with 
their lives before the rush of flames. 
The conflagration rolled into great bil¬ 
lows, passing Clifton and into Houston 
flats, where there are miles of unpro¬ 
tected timber. Back firing on the east 
side of Houston flats, to prevent the 
flames from the direction of City creek 
entering the timber, got beyond con¬ 
trol of the fire fighters and swept into 
i the flats from that side. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


^elf-destruction ended the career of 
Carey A. Manker, the fugitive Illinois 
banker, inventor and promoter, who 
recently surrendered himself to the 
San Francisco police and confessed to 
having misappropriated nearly $50,000 
belonging to the Bank of Pearl, at 
Pearl, Ill. Manker severed his jugu¬ 
lar vein with a small knife Wednes¬ 
day afternoon in the City Prison. He 
was removed to the Central Emer¬ 
gency Hospital, where he expired at 
2:45 Thursday morning. Manker 
made no dying statement. 


Reciprocity with Mexico similar to 
the Canadian reciprocity is proposed 
in a resolution introduced by Repre¬ 
sentative Burleson of Texas calling 
on President Taft immediately to start 
negotiations with Mexico, “looking to 
free commerce between tjie two coun¬ 
tries.” 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com¬ 
pany’s tourist steamer Spokane, which 
was wrecked in Seymour’s narrows j 
last month, has been successfully float-1 
ed and is on her way to Seattle to 
undergo repairs. 

Spain is taking measures to break 
up the monarchist preparations in 
Galicia, Spain, which are being made 
against the republic of Portugal, and, 
as the Portuguese Government now 
believes, will endeavor in good faith 
to disperse the monarchist recruits, 
confiscate their supplies of arms and 
prevent the organization of a raid into 
Portugal. 

Captain Concoire, leader of the Por¬ 
tuguese Monarchists in Spain, has 
sent a letter to the Pope asking sup¬ 
port for the Monarchists and prom¬ 
ising security to the congregations and 
supremacy of the church should the 
monarchy he restored. 

The Moroccan crisis is practically 
ended. At least this is the opinion of 
the English public, although the For¬ 
eign Office is careful to point out that ' 
the negotiations are now simple and 
may drag on for months. 


NO FAIR COMMISSION 

Senator Root Drops Idea of Appoint¬ 
ing Federal Body. 


Less than two hours of deliberation, 
duriug which five ballots were taken, 
was sufficient to convince the jury¬ 
men sitting in the third trial of 
Michael Joseph Conboy at San Fran¬ 
cisco, for the killing of Bernard Lagan 
two years ago that there was no pos¬ 
sibility of an agreement being reached 
among them. This announcement was 
made when the jury filed into the box 
at 11 o’clock, and a few minutes later 
Conboy was again at liberty under 
new bonds of $10,000. District Attor¬ 
ney Fickert has announced that an¬ 
other trial will be held, but is not, as 
yet, able to say anything definite con¬ 
cerning it. 


ASTOR MARRIAGE IN FALL 

Colonel John Jacob Astor May Marry 
in the Fall. 

Expectation at Newport is that the 
wedding of Colonel John Jacob Astor 
and Madeline Force is to be a New¬ 
port event i”. the fall. Colonel Astor 
would not commit himself on the sub¬ 
ject, however. Miss Force and her 
mother made a brief visit in Newport 
as guests of Colonel Astor. They ar¬ 
rived with him on his yacht early in 
the morning, together with Mr. Florum 
of the Swedish Legation. They were 
hurried to Beechwood, the summer 
home of Colonel Astor, in an auto. 

After a short time there they were 
driven around the city and a short 
stop was made at Bailey Beach, where 
Miss Force was introduced to a few 
of the Newport colony. Early in the 
afternoon Colonel Astor escorted his 
guests to the Wickford line steamer 
and they left for New York.

Barleys will be valued according to 
the standards herewith given at the 
International barley and hop prize 
exhibition in Chicago. Oct. 12-22, 1911. 

The relntive merit of a brewing bar¬ 
ley is expressed in the percentage of 
points it receives. 

The total number of points is deter¬ 
mined by deducting from the average 
of the sum of the credits the sum of 
the penalties corrected for percentage.

For every per cent of hop-bitter acids 
below 20 and down to 15, inclusive, oue 
point is deducted: for every per cent 
below 15 and down to 10 two points 
are deducted; for every per cent below 
10 and down to 8 three points are de¬ 
ducted; for 1 per cent below 8 four 
points are deducted. 

The scale of quality ns to aroma will I 
range from exquisite with fifty points, 
to Inferior with twenty-five points, the 
grades being: Exquisite, 50; very 
good, 40; good, 35; fair.

Some American growers claim that. 
Inasmuch as American hops in many 
rases are just as rich in the soft resins 
as the best European hops, their brew¬ 
ing value ought to be equal to that of 
the Europeans. They have not, how¬ 
ever, been able to convince American 
brewers of the accuracy of this view. 
They will try to do so at the barley 
and hop exhibition in Chicago in Oc¬ 
tober, 1911. The principal trouble, 
however, with American hops as they 
reach the market is that they are pick¬ 
ed carelessly. The only part that is of 
value to the consumer is the cone, and 
everything in the shape of stems and 
leaves that is mixed with the grains 
not only diminishes the amount of 
available material, but introduces a 
decidedly injurious element, the leaves 
and cones being rich in tannic acid, 
which imparts a stringent and harsh 
taste. 

Iu the international barley and hop 
exhibition, which will be held in Chi¬ 
cago in October, 1911, the item of

OF EMPLOYES 


One of the best examples of the bene¬ 
fits that may be derived from the 
adoption of ideas of employes is being 
demonstrated on the coast division of 
the Southern Pacific Company lines, 
where the employes of the signal de¬ 
partment have invented and installed 
with great success an automatic light-! 
ing device for stations. The arrange¬ 
ment is most simple. The signal super¬ 
visor of the coast division has made the ! 
statement that a saving of 75 per cent j 
in the cost of lighting is made at the ' 
stations where the device is in opera -1 
lion. The invention, which was ap¬ 
proved by r. Ahern, superintendent of 
the coast division, is worked entirely 
by means of the block signal, which 
system is in operation throughout the 
Harliman lines. 

It has been found so successful at! 
six stations on the coast division that 
it will soon be adopted at other points 
along the lines. With this automatic 
device the lights at a station are burn- 
ing only when a train is approaching, 
standing at the station or departing ; 
therefrom. The length of control of j 
the lights depends entirely upon the j 
distance between the blocks at the 
station. 

The system is flexible, because if the 
first block is too close to the station it 
can be carried further on to the next 
block. More lights can be used with 


this device and at a cost less than 
when there were fewer lights, the cost 
being governed, of course, by the num¬ 
ber of trains and the time the trains 
consume while in the blocks. Those 
who have installed the system and 
who have paid particular attention to 
it, say, that for an equal or less cost it 
is possible to have a great many more 
lights at a station than formerly.
